A Brief Bit of History 
PROBABLY few literary stories approach in beauty and poignancy the 
• 
story of "Evangeline,” made immortal in the poem of Henry W 
Longfellow 
But to appreciate it fully two things must be considered— 
the historical background, and the country itself, which gave it birth. 
Nova Scotia of today was once named Acadle by the French. And 
It was to this new country, in the early part of the 17th Century that the 
French Acadian people came and settled, mostly along the upper portion 
of the land now known as the Annapolis and Caspereau valleys. It is 
now famous as “The Evangeline Country,” because of the Longfellow 
poem Evangeline.” 
For a distance of something like a hundred miles East from Digby to 
a little beyond the town of Wolfville, this fertile valley extends—now 
probably the greatest orchard country in the world. The valley itself is 
approximately ten miles wide, with the lovely hills on either side and with 
streams and water basins giving to it a charm and beauty that are incom­ 
parable. 
This present Province of Canada was in the hands of the French and 
English by turns until 1713. when by tile Peace of Utrecht, it was given 
over by France to Great Britain. At this time the inhabitants were most­ 
ly French farmers and fisher folk. They lived largely about the Minas 
Basin and on the Annapolis River 
Not until about the middle of the 
18th Century did Englishmen settle here, or at that time that Halifax 
was founded. These French peasant people lived very simply and hap­ 
pily here and over them the British Government exercised small control. 
Soon however, between the French settlers and the English arose a 
great jealousy. The Seven Years’ War only served to increasethis. The 
Acadlans refused to take the oath ofAllegiance to the Crown of England, 
unless this soould excuse them in case of a war between theii native land 
and England. Finally the officers of the English colony, without con­ 
sulting the home Government, decided to rid the land of the Acadlans. 
Through a ruse, 418 men and boys were ordered to gather in the little 
church at Grand Pre. Here they were advised of the intention of the 
English troops, Col. John Winslow, commanding, to remove them to a 
distant land. 
nder date of October 29th, 1775, nearly 3,000 of these Acadlans, men, 
women and children, were placed on ships and taken to North Carolina, 
Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, and New England, and there 
left to face life anew as they could. In the confusion, many families were 
separated
